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REMARKS 

The official action sets forth a restriction requirement. The Examiner 
groups the claims into three groups: 

Group I comprising claims 1-21; 
Group II comprising claims 22-34; and 
Group III comprising claims 35-40. 

The applicant hereby provisionally elects the claims of Group I (claims 
1-21) for initial examination, with traverse. 

The restriction requirement is not properly made. The Examiner states 
the tests for making a restriction requirement, but never properly applies the 
test to all of the claims pending in the application. For example, note the 
commentary in paragraph 3 of the official action. The Examiner notes the two 
part test concerning subcombinations, but never applies the first part of the test 
to the claims. So the restriction requirement has not been properly made. The 
Examiner needs to do more that just state the tests for making a restriction 
requirement. The observation about the Group II claim only addresses the 
second part of the test.
